In answer to a question 
from Cr: Les Crofts, Mr Mel-

5, when an offensive odour 
could be detected in_ the 
Charles Road/Brook Drive 
area. Three complaints were 
received making a total of 
seven for the past two weeks. 

The Mayor, Cr Pat Burns, 
asked if the complaints were 
substantiated. 

Mr Mellors said that Tues- 
day’s complaints had not been 
fully investigated as he had 
not been able to contact. the 
people concerned and on three 
other incidents of suspected 
odour from APC he had no 
comment. 

Inspection had shown cer- 
tain works have been carried 
out and works are being done 
which the company states 
will improve atmospheric 
effluent discharge and water 
effluent discharge, reported 
Mr Mellors. 

Cr Harry Weaver asked for 


s|reasons for the odour on 


Tuesday — was it influenced 
by wind or low cloud or was 
the build-up saved up for 
four days and released on 
the fifth? 

Mr Mellors suggested build- 
up or conducive wind condi- 
tions may have been a cause 
but Cr Doug Grant pointed 
out that on Mr Mellors in- 
spection on Monday night 
there was no sign of the pol- 
lution. 

APC is a large company 
and 14 days.is not adequate 
for the tidying up of mach- 
inery in a plant of this size, 
commented Cr Pat Lynch. 

He said the material before 
council showed improvement 
in the past week and he 
moved the company be gran- 
ted 14 days grace and that 
full and up to date reports 
be presented to council in 
two weeks time. 

At the request of Cr Grant, 
he agreed to add to the mo- 
tion that the chief health in- 
spector and health inspector 
continue daily surveys as 
have been undertaken in the 
past five days. 

Cr Crofts seconded the mo- 
tion which was carried unani- 
mously. 


Company program | 


In a letter from the general 
manager of APC, Mr O. R. 
Smith, council was informed 


that the company has an en- 


gineer who spends full time 
co-ordinating the firm’s en- 








vironmental improvement pro- 
gram. He has access to and 
calls on the resources of the 
total company as required 
and right now 40 other people 
— engineers, technicians and 
tradesmen — are working on 
the program. 

The company’s planned 
noise survey within a few 
months by acoustic consult- 
ants has been brought for- 
ward and is now under way. 

Consultants are being held 
with the Clean Air Division 
for their comments and sug- 
gestions. 


The services of an ecology 
expert from the Esso Re- 
search Engineering Company 
has been requested for four to 
five weeks to enable him to 
review the company’s com- 
plete program. 

Mr Smith said that all 
recommendations made by 
these consultants will be 
quickly and carefully re- 
viewed and those which will 
result in an improved pro 
gram will be carried out. 

Total cost of the planned 
program, which ranges from 


tightening up leaks to the! 


installation of major new 
equipment, is at present 
$240,000. Thirteen of 29 pro- 
jects have been completed 
and the remainder are well 
under way. 

The size and scope of the 
work cannot be completed in 
two weeks, said Mr Smith. 
and he requested additional 
time to finish the projects.

But in conclusion Mr 
Smith said he felt he must 
make one point absolutely 
clear. . 


He said “No methods havé 
yet been devised by which a 
plant such as ours can be 
rendered completely noise- 
less, odourless, smokeless, 
without effluents and still re- 
main in operation. 

“Despite every precaution 
and constant alertness, un- 
expected upsets and malfunc- 
tions will occur. We can 
guarantee only to keep these 
down to the absolute mini- 
mum.” - 


City- benefits 


And Mr Smith commented 
that “APC and the other six 
companies of the petrochemi- 
cal complex provide many 
benefits to the City of Altona. 
The total capital investment 
is now $92 million and the 
value of gross annual produc- 
tion exceeds $70 million. 

“There are about 1200 
people employed in the com- 
plex, 38 per cent of whom 
are residents of Altona. 


“The $2,000,000 paid to 
these residents supports many 
local businesses, as do the 
goods and services purchased 
by the companies. Revenue 
accrued from rates consti- 
tutes a substantial portion of 
the city’s income. 

“Tt is hoped that both the 
City of Altona and the Com- 
plex will continue to grow 
and prosper in the spirit of 
mutual co-operation and 
friendliness that has marked 
our association to date.”

INCREASE MEMBERSHIP 


Miss Cynthia Paltridge, Altona’s city fib- 
rarian, has asked to meet the council’s Generaf 
Purposes Committee to discuss ways of in- 
creasing the number of borrowers at the Altona 


East branch. 


Miss Paltridge said the 
cost of operating the library 
service last year was 
$60,219 — or $2.16 per 
head, based on a recent cen- 
sus of the population of 
27,800. 

She suggested that Al- 
tona should try to make an 
arrangement with Williams- 
town City Council, whereby 
Williamstown would pay Al- 
tona so Wiiamstown rote- 
payers near the Altona East 
Library could have the same 
services as Altona rate- 
payers. 

“The councils could prob- 
obly agree that for up to 
100 borrowers, Williamstown 
might pay $500, then a 
lower proportional rate if 
there is 1000 borrowers, 
ond lower still if there is 


1500 borrowers’ the libra- 
rian said, 

She said this would be an 
incentive for people in the 
area to use the library. At 
present Williamstown people 
must pay $5 a year to bor- 
row books from the Altona 
library. 

The greater part of the 
Newport area lies within a 
one mile: radius of the 
branch library. 


The librarian pointed out 
that an increase in borrow- 
ing from the branch library 
would probably lead to an 
increase in library staff, but 
she said this would make it 
possible for two people to 
be on duty at all times in 
the base library, leading to

CHILD MINDING CENTRE Counel 
PLANNED 


A man has approached Altona City Coun- 
cil seeking approval in principle of a plan to 
establish a child minding centre near either the 
Altona railway station or the civic offices. 


The town clerk, Mr J. W. 
Waters, told council - the 
man planned to build his 
home in Altona and hoped 
to incorporate a child mind- 
ing centre on the property. 
He said the man proposed to 
operate the centre from 8 
a.m. until after 5 p.m. each 
day to enable working par- 
ents to leave their children 
at the centre. 


“The gentleman and his 
wife are aware of child 
minding regulations, with 
which they are prepared to 
comply”, he said. 

He added that the man 
had not yet purchased any 
land in the city, but was 
awaiting council approval. 


“All the council can de- 
cide at this stage is that it 
can’t give its approval in 
Principle’, Mr. Waters said. 
“The mon should take an 
option on land, then seek 
council’s approval in prin- 
ciple. 


“The building would have 
to comply with Uniform 
Building Regulations and 
the Child Minding Regula- 
tions, which are policed by 
the Health Department and 
for which plans would have 
te be approved and then 
authority given for the place 
to operate”, Mr Waters said. 


“It would seem appropri- 
ate for the council to resolve 
that subject to the forma! 
application being made, no 
objection will be offered, 
but the council would re- 
quire complete compliance 
with statutory requirements, 
and the building and ancil- 
lary works, including play 


equipment, to be kept at 


least 20 feet back from the 
street alignment. 


“It would appear, if the 
council were to endedvour 
to conduct a child minding 
centre to accommodate 50 
children, it would be faced 
with a capital outlay of 
$50,000, which would re- 
quire land almost three 
building lots in size.. The 
staff would have to be 
qualified and would include 
@ matron. Comparing opera- 
ting costs of other munici- 
it would appear 
that the weekly charge for 
a five day minding centre, 
with hours from 7.30 a.m. 
to 5.30 p.m. would cost a 
parent $12 per week per 
child. A government subsidy 
of approximately $4 per 
week could be paid and the 
council and the parent 
would have to foot the bal- 
ance of $8. The council of 
course has been faced with 
the initial capital expendi- 
ture and the mantenance of 
the building. 


“It is interesting to note 
that if the present trend 
continues regarding child 
population of kindergarten 
age in the vicinity of the 
first Altona kindergarten at 
89 Blyth Street then it may 
be appropriate for that kin- 
dergarten to be changed 
over to a child minding 
centre ‘but that would un- 
doubtedly be in a few years 
time.’ 


“Cr P. J. Lynch said he 
felt it was up to the man to 
find his block of land then 
Present to council his plans 
for perusal and approval. 


‘I'm sure we could give 
them full consideration’, 
he said. 


The matter was adjourned 
until more details were pre- 
sented to council. *

POLITICAL FREEDOM FOR 
TEACHERS 


THE three main teacher organisations — the 
Victorian Secondary Teachers’ Association, the 
Technical Teachers’ Association of Victoria and 
the Victorian Teachers’ Union — have all de- 
clared their intention to work for the defeat of 





the State Government. 


In the case of the Vic- 
torian Secondary Teachers’ 
Association, it is the first 
time that the Association 
has taken part in a political 
campaign. This shows~ that 
teachers are concerned 
about the general quality of 
State education in Victoria. 


The Government schools 
system needs a vast infusion 
of money for it to be brought 
up to a reasonable standard. 


Teachers are also con- 
cerned about their profes- 
sional position and loss of 
freedom. In many instances, 
individual teachers have 
been suspended, transferred 
or caused loss and disadvan- 
tage due to involvement in 
political or educational con- 
troversies. 

It is the policy of the 
ALP to encourage involve- 
ment by teachers in political 
and social issues, 

It is not a matter of 
teachers having more free- 
dom than any other citizen. 
It is a matter of teachers, 
as citizens, having no less 
freedom. 

It is Labor policy to 
amend the Teachers’ Ser- 
vice Act to grant teachers 
the same political freedoms 
as other citizens who are 
involved in political and 
social controversy. 

The ALP has also fully 
recognised teaching as a 
profession. Labor thus un- 
derlines the right of tea- 
chers to determine stand- 
ards of entry into their own 
profession. 

It is ALP policy to estab- 
lish a Board on which the 
Education Department is 
represented; also teachers 
from all divisions, and par- 
ents.
